Only  one  death  occurred  of  an  infant  under  the  age  of 
1 2 months  and  this  was  from  broncho -pneumonia  at  age 
3 days.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area . 

Water  Supply. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  water  supply, 
which  is  obtained  from  Nelson  Corporation.  The  supply 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  during 
the  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated 
that  1 ,865  dwellinghouses  with  an  assumed  population 
of  K,72.5  had  a direct  supply  of  water  from  public  mains. 
In  addition  there  were  1 6 "dwellinghouses,  with  approx- 
imately ifO  inhabitants  which  hove  a private  supply  from 
wells  or  springs.  All  these  latter  houses  are  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  district  where  there  is  no  access  to 
public  mains  for  water  supply.  There  are  no  houses  in 
the  area  supplied  by  means  of  stand-pipes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  are  owned  by  the  local 
authority  and  are  situate  on  the  outskirts  of  the  area^ 
There  is  a natural  fall  thereto  from  all  parts. 

Treatment  consists  of  automatic  screening,  detritus 
tanks,  primary  and  secondary  settling  tanks,  percolating 
filters,  and  humus  tanks,  the  effluent  being  finally 
discharged  into  Pendle  Water. 

Only  farms  and  a few  houses  ore  without  a drainage 
system  due  to  the  distance  from  the  main  sewers.

There  are  1/0  families  requiring  Council  houses 
according  to  the  housing  waiting  list. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  v/ere  22  houses  in  the 
course  of  construction  by  your  authority,  and  a further 
20  were  contemplated. 

In  the  built  up  area  all  houses  are  provided  with 
an  internal  water  supply,  but  amongst  the  older  property 
there  are  still  some  houses  where  the  supply  is  not 
fully  adequate  due  to  the  houses  being  served  with  a 
common  service  pipe. 


Y^ith  the  exception  of  the  back-to-back  houses  all 
houses  have  a separate  water  closet  or  other  adequate 
sanitary  accommodation.

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Meat  and  Other  Foods 


There  is  no  licensed  slauo;hter-house  within  the 
area  and  with  the  exception  of  the  incidental  slaught- 
ering of  cottagers*  pigs,  all  slaughtering  for  the  area 
continues  to  take  place  at  the  Colne  Abattoirs. 

Licences  for  the  slaughtering  of  cottagers'  pigs  are 
granted  through  the  Ministry  of  Pood  and  during  the  year 
7 such  licences  were  granted.  In  L cases  notification 
of  intention  to  slaughter  was  received  and  the  carcase 
inspected,  all  of  which  were  found  fit  for  human 
consumption. 

A general  inspection  is  carried  out  of  shops  and 
other  'premises  where  food  is  prepared. 

Food  Poison'lng . 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning,  or  suspected  cases, 
were  reported  during  the  year.

Clean  Food  Campaign. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council  during 
the  year. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  1 5 premises  were  registered 
under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and 
General  Powers)  Act,  1938,  6 of  these  for  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  9 for  the  sale  only  of  ice- 
creara.  These  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  as  the  result  of  advice  given  under 
the  Ice  Cream  Heat  Treatment  Regulations  one  manufacturer 
has  installed  a recording  thermometer,  and  two  others 
have  placed  orders  for  same.  The  remaining  3 
manufacturers  use  the  complete  "cold  mix"  method.

The  arrangement  has  been  maintained  whereby  the 
enquiries  into,  and  the  following  up,  of  cases  or 
infectious  disease  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  Nelson,  under  my  direction. 


Pour  cases  were  moved  to  isolation  hospital  during 
1951,  and  these  were  2 cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  2 cases 
of  measles. 

An  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  latter  months  of 
1950  continued  into  1951,  but  only  21  cases  were  reported 
during  the  early  months  of  the  year.  At  the  end  of 
November,  another  outbreak  occurred  and  up  to  the  end  of 
the  year  31i-  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  fever  also  became  evident  during  the  lost 
quarter  of  the  year  and  11  cases  ¥/ere  notified. 


Tuberculosis. 


Five  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  all  respiratory, 
were  notified  during  1951,  and  two  deaths  were  regis- 
tered from  this  disease.  Both  the  latter  cases  had 
been  notified  previously  as  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.

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At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  29  cases  on 
the  register,  22  respiratory  cases  (13  males  and  9 
females)  and  7 non -respiratory  cases  (1  male  and 
6 females). 

The  figures  do  not  show  any  excessive  incidence 
or  mortality  from  tuberculosis  in  any  particular 
occupation  and  no  action  has  been  found  to  be  necessory 
during  the  year  underthe  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  Section  1/2. 

Table  D in  the  appendix  shows  the  attack  rate  for 
certain  infectious  -d-iseases  for  the  whole  of  the  country 
and  sub-divisions  thereof,  and  the  Nelson  and  Barrowford 
■')  figures  have  been  added  for  comparison. 

Disinfection  after  Infectious  Diseases . 

The  arrangement  between  your  authority  and  the 
Borough  of  Nelson,  whereby  this  work  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  Nelson, 
continues  to  operate  and  during  the  year  10  houses, 

65  articles  of  bedding  and  23  articles  of  clothing  have 
been  disinfected. 

Formalin  spray  and  vapour  is  used  for  the 
premises  and  infected  articles  of  bedding  and  clothing 
are  subjected  to  steam  disinfection,  the  apparatus  used 
being  situate  at  the  Distructor  Works,  Charles  Street, 
Nelson  and  ovmed  by  Nelson  Corporation.
